Finally taking matters into his own hands, they staged an 
effective demonstration which got matters taken care of. 

No one should be proud of having to demonstrate: that’s 
only a tribute to closed communications and unresponsive ad- 
ministrators.

“Big yawn,” Mr. DeMint? Try taking an ice-cold shower 
in the morning because there’s only an hour of hot water per 
day in your dorm. That’ll take care of any big yawns, and fast. 

And is threatening to write letters of complaint home to 
parents about conditions “unmanly”?

Two years ago, Father Banet sent letters home to our mom- 
mys and daddys complaining about those nasty boys who 
threw metal into his water pump.

Clarify SA-Merlmi Conflict 


Last semester the office of the Dean of Students collect- 
ed $2,412 for the registration of 402 student vehicles and 
another $160 in fines for student violations of driving and 
parking regulations. The purpose of car registration is officially 
“to facilitate the enforcement of regulations, to maintain ade- 
quate records, and to allow for more effective and equitable 
parking provision and control.” 

But the policy on registration does not explain the pur- 
pose of a six-dollar registration fee. According to Carroll 
Glenn, dean of men, the $2,572 from car fees and fines, and 
the fines collected for disciplinary violations, all go into the 
general college fund. 

Glenn’s justification of the rule prohibiting campus driv- 
ing is based on the need for safety of the preponderance of 
students who walk on campus roads. This sounds reasonable 
enough. And he may also be justified for summarily abolish- 
ing all campus driving privileges for those students whose 
activities normally require the use of campus roads, because 
of the extensive abuse of those special privileges. 

So that leaves the right to drive on campus and to park 
in a convenient spot guaranteed only for faculty, administra- 
tors, and visitors, none of whom pay .registration fees. 

So it boils down to this: those students who drive, re- 
gardless of their individual situations, pay six dollars every 
semester in order 1) to drive on such corroded and incon- 
venient roads as the one behind the New Dorm, 2) to park 
in. those lots farthest from campus activity, 3) to display a 
sticker so campus guards can identify their cars as student- 
owned and therefore prohibited from campus driving, 4) to 
deny themselves campus driving for /the improvement of roads 
for faculty, administration and visitors’ traffic, and 5) to con- 
tribute in one more way to that big barrel of money in the 
administration building. 

Somebody should subject the entire issue of campus 
driving to serious study. I say “somebody” because Glenn 
admits that even the origin of the registration policy, which 
hg is o bliged to enforce, is unknown, to him. S. T. S. 


.Dear Sirs: 

To clarify the situation f con- 
fronting Merlini Hall during the 
past few weeks, we submit this 
letter. 

The conflict with the admini- 
stration arose when hall members 
decided to demonstrate because 
furniture promised to us two 
years ago had not been obtaihed. 

Within three days, we had 
achieved what could be achieved — 
our rug was laid, our furniture 
was to be ordered the following 
Friday, and a Check was secured 
from the administration with 
which we were to acquire tem- 
porary furniture for our lounge. 

The check, however, carried 
with it one stipulation — that the 
administration with whom we 
dealt would okay the furniture to 
be rented. Enter the SA. The 
rental of the SA furniture had 
received the approval of the ad- 
ministration, so it was this path 
which we pursued. 

This idea originated when the 
vice-president of the SA was visit- 
ing our dorm to answer our in- 
quiries about Little 500 weekend. 
(Funny, we never see the other 
SA officers!/ 

We discussed our furniture pre- 
dicament with him and he offered 
the SA furniture if no other 

avenues of relief were open to us

and if the other three S A officers 
concurred. 

So when the administration con- 
sented to this project, it was the 
road we took. While one officer 
expressed his willingness to help 
us, the other officers gave us a 
firm no. Well, almost a firm no. 

After discussing the issue for 

to let the Senate decide the mat- 
ter. They then informed us that a 
Senate vote in our favor would 
serve only as a recommendation. 

The STUDENT Senate did de- 
cide in our favor by 27-11 (1 
abstained) and this we interpreted 
to mean that the student body 
was with Us. Yet the three dis- 
senting SA officers (again dis- 
playing the minimal effect that 
student opinion has" upon them) 
chose to give us either all the 
furnishings within their office, or 
nothing. ' * 


We declined for several reasons. 
We have no use for rugs, lamps, 
tables, and wall pictures that they 
obliged us to take. We did not 
wish to jeopardize the success of , 
the upcoming Little 500 by deny- 
ing the officers their desks and 
desk chairs. (These were never re- 
quested.) 

And most-,. of all, we did not 
wish to widen the gap which al- 
ready exists between the students 
and these officers. We are sorry 
tfiat we made the mistake of as- 
suming that the Student Associa- 
tion wfis a “Student” Association 
and would be sensitive to student 
problems. 

However, we do thank the Stu- 
dent Senate and the vice-president 
who stumbled onto our problem 
and were sympathetic to it.
